HE Apoſtle Paul well under- 
ſtood the doctrine of the goſpel, 
and its, natural tendency to influ- 
ence the lives of men; and was 
very much concerned for the honour and 
credit of it; that the converſations of pro- 
feſſors might be as became it, and that they 
would in all things adorn the doctrine of 
God their Saviour. He was very defirous 


of inſtructing men of the meaneſt capaci- 


ties, and in the loweſt ſituation of life; as 
Jervants, to behaveagreeably to their maſters, 
that the name of God, and his doctrine, be 
not blaſphemed, ver. 1. 2. He charges Ti- 
mothy to teach theſe things, and exbort men 
to their duty; and adds, ver. 3. F any 
man teach otherwiſe, and conſent not to whole- 
Jome words, even the words of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, and to the dottrine which is ar- 
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4 The Doctrine of Grace clæar d from 
cording to godlineſs, he is proud, knowing no- 
thing, &c. plainly intimating, that the words, 
of Chriſt, or the falutary doctrines of the 
goſpel, perfectly accord with practical god- 
lineſs ; and that a diſſolute life and conver- 
ſation is very difagreeable to them. My 
view in reading theſe words 1s to vindicate 
the doctrine of grace from the charge of li- 
centiouſneſs, and to prove it to be a godly 
doctrine, and tending to godly edification ; 
or that it is, as — in the text, a 
doctrine according to godlineſs, The me- 
t hod I ſhall take in treating on this Subject, 
will be as follows: | 


I. I ſhall explain what is neceſſary in the 
propoſition, That the doctrine of grace 
is according to godlineſs, 

II. Conſider the charge of licentiouſneſs, 
which is brought againſt it, and the 
nature of it, 

III. Make ſome conceſſions concerning 
the abuſe of the doctrine, by evil and 
wicked men. And, 

IV. Prove that the doctrine itſelf is pure 
and innocent, and free from the impu- 
tation of libertiniſm. 


I. I ſhall explain what is neceſſary in the 
propoſition, That the doctrine of grace is 
according to godlineſs. By the doctrine of 
grace, I mean that ſyſtem of evangelical . 
truths which 1s commonly called —

5 
ral; as, that God has from all eternity loved 
ſome of the human race, and has choſen them 
unto everlaſting ſalvation, by Jeſus Chriſt , 
that he has made a covenant of grace with 
his Son on the behalf of the choſen ones, 
which is abſolute and unconditional ; that #4 
Chriſt in the fulneſs of time aſſumed human | 0 


nature, ſuffered and died, to redeem a ſpe- 14: 

cial and peculiar people to himſelf; that by 1 

bearing their ſins, and all puniſhment due 14 

unto them, he has made full ſatisfaction to = | 
the juſtice of God; that a finner's juſtifica- 
tion before God is only by the righteouſneſs 
of Chriſt imputed to him, without any con- 
ſideration of works done by him; that par- 
don of fin is only through the blood of Chriſt, 
and for his fake, according to the riches of 
his grace; that God ſees no fin in his juſti- 
fed and pardoned ones, ſo as to condemn 
them for it; that regeneration and conver- 
ſion are by the powerful and efficacious 
grace of God ; and that thoſe who are ef- 
fectually called by grace, ſhall perſevere to 
the end, and be eternally ſaved. This is 
the doctrine of the Bible, of the ſcriptures 
given by inſpiration of God, and which are 
profitable for defrine * ; for explaining, ſta- 

ting, and defending this doctrine. This is 
the doctrine of Chriſt, which if a man brings 
not with him, who pretends to be a 
preacher of the goſpel, he is not to be re 
| ceived

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ceived, nor bid God ſpeed *®, This is the 
doctrine of the Apoſtles © we are fledfaſlly to 
continue in and abide by; and is ſummarily 
comprized in that excellent chain of truths, 


* Whom be did foreknow, be alſo did predeſti- 


nate, to be conformed to the image of his Son,

that he might be the firſt-born among many 
brethren, Moreover, whom be did predeſii- 
nate, them he alſo called; and whom he 
called, them he alſo juſtified, and whom be 
guſtified, them he alſo glorified. 

By godlincſs I underſtand not any particu- 
cular grace, or the exerciſe of it ; which 


| ſeems to be the ſenſe of the Apoſtle, when 


he ſays, © Add to patience godlineſs, and to 


-  godlineſs brotherly kindneſs ; nor the whole 


of internal religion only ; though that is 
the main and principal part of godlineſs, 
and is what an inſpired writer means, when 
he obſerves, that * bodily exerciſe profiteth 
little, but godlineſs is profitable unto all 
things; but by it 1 underſtand the whole of 
practical religion, both external and internal, 
the exerciſe of every grace, and the dil- 
charge of every duty : Which is what the 
Apoſtle deſigns, when he thus concludes ; 
s Seing then that all theſe things ſhall be dij- 
Solved, what manner of perſons ought ye to 
be, in all holy converſation aud godlineſs ?

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By the doctrine of grace being a godly 
doctrine, or a doctrine according 10 godlinefs, 
1 mean that godlinefs is the very life and 
foul of it ; that it runs through every part 
of it, and is breathed by it; that it is the 
truth which is after godlineſs ; that there 
is a perfect harmony and agreement between 
them; the myſtery of Chriſt, of his perſon, 
and grace, being the great myſtery of godli- 
| neſs; and that nothing more powerfully 
and effectually teaches and engages men to 
deny ungodlineſs, and worldly luſis, and fo 
live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly, in this 
refent evil world *, than the doctrine of the 
grace of God, which bringeth the news of 


free and unconditional ſalvation by Jeſus 
Chriſt. 


II. Though ſuch is the nature and ten- 
dency of the doctrine of grace, a charge is 
brought againſt it, as encouraging looſeneſs 
of life, and opening a door to libertiniſm ; 
and 'tis urged, that if God has choſen ſome 
infallibly to ſalvation, and made a covenant 
with them in Chriſt, to give them grace 
and glory, in an abſolute and unconditional 
way ; if Chriſt has redeemed them by his 
blood, and they are juſtified alone by his 
righteouſneſs, and being called by his grace 
ſhall never periſh ; then they may live as 
they liſt, and take their whole ſwing of fin, 

ſince

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ſince their ſtate is ſafe and unalterable. But 


this charge is no other than a ſuggeſtion of 
Satan; the reaſoning is borrowed from him; 
the argument is an aping of him; tis ſhaped 
according to his plan; and perfectly agrees 
with what he ſaid to our Lord; * If thay 
be the Son of God, caſt thy ſelf down ; for it 
is written, He ſhall give his angels charge 
concerning thee ; and in their hands they ſhall 
bear thee up, left at any time thou daſh thy 
Foot againſt a flone: Which is, as if he 
ſhould ſay, if this is the caſe, thou mayeſt 
do what thou wilt with thy ſelf, no damage 
can ariſe unto thee, no hurt can be done 
thee. Moreover, Satan never more tranſ— 
forms himſelf into an angel of light, than 
when he ſets up for a preacher of holineſs, 
in oppoſition to the doctrine of grace; nor 
do his miniſters ever more act the ſame part, 
than when under the guiſe of miners of 
righteouſneſs, or preachers of good works, 
they endeavour to undermine and fap the 
foundations of goſpel· doctrine. This charge 
ſprings from malice and ignorance ; and it 
is hard to ſay which is the moſt predomi- 
nant in it; the men that bring it, are, as 
concerning the goſpel, enemies for our ſake \, 
and do as Diotrepbes did, prate againſt us 
with malicious words u; their carnal minds 
being enmity againſt God, and whatſoever 
is ſpiritually good ; and being without any 

ſpirit-

ſpiritual diſcerning of the things of the 
Spirit of God, they pronounce them fool- 
ihneſe, and ſpeak evil of the things they 
underſtand not. The charge is falſe and 
groundleſs, and to be treated as mere ſlander 


and calumny, and muſt be rejected with 


the utmoſt abhorrence and indignation; 


and ought to have no other anſwer than 


what the Apoſtle gives ® ; What ſhall we 


ſay then, ſhall we continue in fin, that grace 


way abound ? God forbid, How ſhall we 
that are dead to ſin, live any longer therein ? 
However, this may ſerve Lmewhat to 
relieve and alleviate our minds under this 
horrid and heavy charge, that it is no 


other than what was levelled againſt Chriſt 


and his Apoſtles. The ſpiteful and igno- 
rant Jeus charged our Lord with being an 
Antinomian, both in doctrine and praQtice; 
in doctrine, as appears from his vindica- 
tion of himſelf *® ; Think not that I amicome 
to deſtroy the law or the prophets; I am 
not come to deſtroy, but to fulfil : In practice, 
as is evident. from thoſe words of his; 
? John came neither eating nor drinking, 
and they ſay he hath a devil; he is an un- 
ſociable man, he'll not be converſed with 
in any form : The Son of man came eating 
and drinking, and they ſay, behold, a man 
gluttonous, and à wine-bibber, a friend of

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publicans and ſinners; but, adds he, 
Wiſdom is juſtified of her children. And 
that the Apoſtles of Chriſt were treated 
after this manner, is plain from what the 
Apoſtle Paul ſays ; 1 And not rather, as we 
be ſlanderoujly reported, and as ſome affirm 
that we ſay, Let us do evil that good may 
come, whoſe damnation is juſt, All which 
ſhould confirm us in the doctrine of grace 
we hold and maintain as true; ſince the 
ſame objections are made unto it, as were 
to the doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles. 


III. It will be allowed, that the doctrine 
of grace may be, and has been abuſed by 
evil and wicked men. The Apoſtle Jude 
ſpeaks of ſome men in his days, who were 
turning the grace of God into laſciviouſneſs * + 
Where by the grace of God is not to be un- 
derſtood the love and favour of God ſhed 
abroad in the heart by the Spirit ; for that 
can never be turned to ſuch a purpoſe, it 
always working in a contrary way, as it 
did in David; Thy loving kindneſs, ſays 
he, is before mine eyes, and I have walked in 
thytruth : nor the principle of grace wrought 
in the ſoul by a divine power ; for that be- 
ing of a ſpiritual nature luſteth againſt the 


fleſh, and can never be turned into it: But 
by it is meant the doctrine of the goſpel, 


which

which though laſciviouſneſs is not in ** 
nature of it, nor has it any natural ten- 
- dency to it, yet wicked men Hera z, Nerres, 
transfer it from its original nature, deſign, 
and uſe, to a foreign one: Juſt as anlearned 
and unſtable men, who have no ſpiritual un- 
derſtanding of the word of God, nor any 
ſcheme: of truth conſiſtent. with it, wre/? 
the ſcriptures to their. own deſtrudti on *. 
But then, as the ſcriptures are not to be 
thought the worſe of, . becauſe of theſe 
mens wreſting them ſo neither is the do- 
ctrine of grace a whit the leſs to be valued, 
becauſe it is abuſed by ill - diſpoſed men, 
Let the characters of the men that turn 
the grace of God into laſciviouſneſs, be en- 
quired into; and , they appear to be 
ungodly men, c., men devoid . of the 
fear and reverence of God, and devotion 
to him; who are not worſhippers of him. 
Now who are they that neglect the private 
and publick worſhip of God? Who are 
they that walk abroad in the fields on 
Lord's-days ? or take their horſes and ride, 
ſeeking their own pleaſure? Who are 
they that frequent taverns and publick 
— when they ſhould be attending the 
houſe of God! Are theſe the men wha 
are commonly called Calviniſts, the aſſer- 

ters of Sas ine of grace? Should the

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examination be ſtrictly made, the above 
perſons will be found, if not to a man, yet 
by far the greateſt part, Arminians, if ca- 
pable of giving any account of their religi- 
ous ſentiments. And ſecondly, the other 
art of their character looks with a dread- 
afpect upon, and plainly points out 
thoſe who are on the other ſide of the que- 
ftion ; denying the only Lord God, and our 
Lord *fefus Chriſt. Who are the deniers of 
Chriſt's perfon, of his proper deity and 
equality with the Father, of his plenary 
ſatisfaction and expiatory ſacrifice, of his 
imputed righteouſneſs, and the efficacy of 
his blood ? The deniers of theſe things are 
the men that turn the grace of God into 
laſciviouſneſs; either by aſſerting it to be a 
licentious doctrine; or by treating the 
doctrine of ſpecial grace in a wanton and 
ludicrous manner, ſcoffing at it, and lam- 
pooning it; or by making the doctrine of 
grace univerſal, extending it equally alike to 
alt mankind, and thereby harden and en- 
courage men in fin. | 
Again: Be it fo, that ſome who have 
notionally received and profefled the pure 
doctrine of grace have abuſed it to vile pur- 
poſes, the doctrine it ſelf is not to be re- 


| jected on that account, but the abuſers of 
it. The beſt things in the world may be 


itt uſed by wicked men; yea, even the 
perfections and providences of God. Mercy

is a perfection of the divine nature, and 
what God delights in: God is merciful, 
and therefore ſays a profane ſinner, I'II 
take my fill of ſin, and doubt not, if I have 
but opportunity at laſt to ſay, Lord have | 
mercy on me, all will be well. God is | 
tient, long-ſuftering, bears with finners, 
and does not ſtir up all his wrath imme 
diately : What effect has this upon them? 
Does it lead them to repentance ? It ſhould 
do ſo: But they deſpiſe the riches of his good- 
neſs, and forbearance, and long-ſuffering ; 
not knowing that the goodneſs of God leadeth 
to repentance *, Yea, as the Apoſtle Peter 
fays », and we have lived to ſee it verified; 
There ſball come in the laſt days ſcoffers, 
walking after their own luſts, and ſaying, 
Where is the promiſe of his coming ? for 
ſince the fathers fell aſleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from. the beginning of the 
creation. Which is as if they ſhould fay 
we ſee no likelihood of the coming of the 
Judge, nor 'of the awful judgment, or 
dreadful doom that fhall befal ungodly 
erſons, which have been tatked of ; this 
is all dream and enthuſiaſm ; and therefore 
we'll take our own pleafure, and walk after 
our own luſts. Thus, becaufe ſentence a- 
gainſt an evil work is not executed ſpeedily, 
therefore the heart of the ſons of men ts 2 
ee

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ec them to do evil *, Now. muſt it be 
aid that God is not merciful, patient, 
long-ſuffering and forbearing, or that he 
ought not to be ſo, becauſe ſinners make 


ſuch an ill improvement of theſe things? 


How are the common mercies of life, ph 
the moſt kind inſtances of divine providence 
abuſed, by the worſt of men ! Yea, even 
Feſburun himſelf, when he waxed fat, he 
kicked, then be forſook God which made him 


and lightly eſteemed the rock of his ſalvation ?, ' 


But muſt we deny the providences of God, 
and reject the inſtances of his goodneſs, be- 
cauſe of the ill uſe that is made of them, 
through the wretched depravity of human 
nature? Nor ſhould we diſcard the do- 
ctrine of grace on ſuch an account: At this 
rate, the beſt 0b 
and cleareſt truths, muſt be denied and re- 
r 
Once more : It will be owned, that there 
have always been ſome bad men in the beſt 
% ſocieties. There was a Judas among 
Chriſl's diſciples; there has always been 
chaff upon his floor, and will until the 
winnowing time comes; and tares among 
the wheat, wolves in ſheeps cloathing, and 
fooliſh virgins among the wile, until the 
bridegroom appears. But. then the faults 
and blemiſhes of ſome are not to be impu- 


ted to the whole body, nor theſe to princi- 
ples

things, the plaineſt facts, 
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ples held and profeſſed. If this muſt be 
admitted the meaſure and rule of judgment, 


no church or congregration, no ſociety or 


ſett of men whatever, have been, or can be 
free from the vileſt imputations. But are 
the generality of thoſe who are called Ca. 
viniſts, or Antinomians, men of bad cha- 
racters? Or are there more immoral per- 
ſons among them, than on the other ſide 
of the queſtion? Let them look at home, 
we are ready to compare notes and numbers 
with them; we are obliged in defence of 
ourſelves, fince our principles are charged, 
to uſe ſome ſort of boaſting, and ſay, in 
like manner as Samuel did *:; Here we are, 
witneſs againſt us, before the Lord, and 
before his anointed : Whoſe ox or aſs have wwe 
taken ? Whom have we defrauded, or op- 
preſſed? This is worthy of notice, that 
the doctrine of grace never had a run among 
takes and debauchees; whereas 'tis well 
known the oppoſite to it has been, and is 
embraced by ſuch. Strange! if the do- 
Qrines of free grace are of ſuch a malig- 
nant nature and influence, have ſuch a ten- 
dency to licentiouſneſs, and give fo much 
encouragement to fin as is ſaid, that ſuch 
perſons ſhould not greedily -catch at them 
and embrace them, at leaſt make trial of 
them; when it is plain they are ready to 
give into all the abſurd and wretched

16 The Dorineof Graceclear'd from 
ſchemes of infidelity and atheiſm, in order 
to keep their luſts; but, inſtead of this, 
none ſhew a greater hatred to them: And 
indeed,. theſe are as forward as any to be 
our accuſers ; though the charge comes 
with an ill grace from ſuch who are aban- 
doned to the worſt of crimes, and are a. 
vowed enemies to holineſs of life; One 
thing more I would obſerve, and that is, 
That when any who have embraced and 
profeſſed the doctrine of grace fall into any 
and ſcandalous fin, there's immedi- 
ately a great clamour and uproar about it; 
whereas when it is the caſe, as it frequently 
is, on the oppoſite ſide, little or no notice 
bs taken of it. What ſhould be the reaſon 
of this ? Becauſe the caſe is common 
on one fide, and comparatively rare, and 
but ſeldom heard of on the other: 80 
that the noiſe, that is made, and the notice 
that is taken, do but indeed make to our 
credit and reputation in general. But ſup- 
poſing the inſtances of immorality were 
more than they are, and whenever they 
happen, are matter of lamentation; yet, 


IV, I aver, that the doctrine of grace 
itſelf is pure and innocent, and not to be 
charged with the faults and blemiſhes of 
any of the profeſſors of it; nor does it give 
any encouragement to ſin, but is all the 

reverſe:

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reverſe : And this will be made to appear, 
by confidering the ſeveral particular doc- 
trines contained in it. As, l 
I. The doctrine of . God's everlaſting. Bi 
and unchangeable love to his elect, in every 170 
ſtate and condition and circumſtance ol N 
life into which they come. This is no 
ways contrary to the purity and holineſs of 
the divine nature ; for though he loves the 
rſons of his people, and delights in them 
as conſidered in Chriſt, he takes no delight 
in their fins; ſin is the abominable thing 
he hates; he is of purer eyes than to be- 
hold it with approbation and delight; he 
is not a God that Hath pleaſure in wicked- 
neſs, nor ſhall evil dwell with him: nor 
does he encourage them in fin ; or connive 
at it, but rebukes and chaſtiſes them for 
it in a fatherly way ; though at the ſame 
time he does not take away his loving 
kindneſs from them ; for he takes pleaſure 
in their perſons, though he bears a diſpli- 
cency to their ſins; nor does this doctrine 
in the leaſt lead men to ſin, but on the 
contrary, moſt ſtrongly engages to the love 
of God, and a chearful obedience to him: 
his love to them indeed does not ariſe from 
their love to him, it being prior to theirs ; 
but then they /ove him becauſe he firſt loved 
them; and this love in them to him, 
conſtrains them to a willing obedience;

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| when their hearts are enlarged with it, then 
do they run with alacrity the ways of his 
 commanaments ; when this loving kindneſs of 
it God in chuſing them in Chriſt, redeeming 
Nt them by his blood, and calling them by his 
i grace is before their eyes, and they have a 
it ſenſe of it upon their hearts, they walk in 
i" his truth ® ; in the truth of his goſpel, and 
i have their converſations as become it. This 
love according as it 1s ſhed abroad in their 
hearts, caſts out fear, and influences, them 
i to ſerve the Lord without fear, in righte- 
it ouſneſs and holineſs all thedays of their lives“ 
i What can lay a man under a greater obli- 
in gation to love the Lord, fear and obey 
im, than this conſideration, that he loved 
him when he had no love in his heart to 
i him, nay was an enemy to him ; and that 
1 his thoughts were concerned about his ever- 
1 laſting ſalvation, when he had no thoughts 
of God, nor any for himſelf? Such a con- 
ſideration as this, muſt work much more 


5 powerfully upon him, as it muſt upon any 
Ii ingenuous mind, than ſuch a one as this; 
14 that the Lord began to love him and conti- 


1 nued to do ſo, becauſe he loved him and was 
obedient to him; and would continue to do 
ſo as long, and no longer. This is the pu- 
reſt obedience that is influenced by love; 
it is the obedience of a child, and not of a

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ſlave; and muſt be the - moſt acceptable 
unto God; nay, there is no other ſervice 
that is acceptable to him, but what ſprings 
from love influenced by his own. _. 

2. The doctrine of the eternal, perſo- 
nal election of ſome of mankind unto 
everlaſting ſalvation. Good Works indeed 
are not the cauſes of God's act of election; 
For the children being not yet born, neither 
having done any good or evil, that the purpoſe 
of God according to election might fland, not 
of works, but of him that calleth; it was ſaid 
unto her, The elder ſhall ſerve the younger ; 
as it is written, Jacob have I loved, but 
Eſau have I hated © : Nothing that is tem- 
poral can be the cauſe of that which is 
eternal ; nor the will of man, nor any 
thing done by it, be the cauſe of the will 
of God ; but yet good works are what God 
bas fore-ordained, that his choſen people 
ſhould walk in them“. Holineſs is a means 
that is fixed in election, and an end that is 
ſecured by it; all thoſe who from the be- 
ginning, from everlaſting, are choſen unto 
ſalvation by Chriſt, are choſen to it through 
fan#ification of the Spirit, and belief of the 
truthe; all that are elect according to the 
foreknowledge of God the Father, are fo 
through ſanctiſication of the Spirit, unto 
C 2 obedience

obedience, and rinkling of the blood, of 
Feſus * : Which ſanctification is as infal- 
libly ſecured, as ſalvation it ſelf; for tho 
men are not choſen, becauſe they were, 
yet they are, that they ſhould be holy; and in 
conſequence of electing. grace become ſo 
through the ſanctifying influences of the 
Spirit of God, Election is the ſource. and 
ſpring of all true and real holineſs: There 
would not, have been ſuch a thing as holi- 
neſs in the world, ſince the fall of Adam, 
had it not been for electing grace; except 
the Lord had left a ſeed, and reſerved a 
remnant for himſelf, according to the election 
of grace, the world had been as Sodom and 
as Gomorrah : And ſo it is, where there are 
no inſtances of this grace. Strange hens 

that this innocent doctrine, ſo friend]! 
Holineſs and good works, ſhould be 8 
to open a door to licentiouſneſs ER, 
holineſs of heart and life is an evidence c 
election; the internal grace of ſanctification 
is an evidence, being a fruit of it to the 
perſon himſelf : Knowing brethren, ſays 
the Apoſtle, * your election of God; for our 
6% came not unto you in word only, but 
alſo in power, and in the Hily Ghoſt, and in 
much aſſurance, External holineſs, or that 
which appears in the outward converſa- 
fation, is the evidence of election to others. 
Hence that advice is given to the ſaints, to

Nor does any 
thing, nor can any thing more powerfully 
engage men to holineſs and good works, 
and to honour and glorify God that way, 
than the conſideration of this ; that they 
are a choſen generation, a royal prieſthood, 
an holy nation, a peculiar people, that they 
ſhould ſhew forth the praiſes of him who hath 


called them cut of darkneſs into his marvel- 


lous hight k. "IV | 

3. The doctrine of the abſoluteneſs and 
unconditionality of the covenant of grace, 
is far from being a licentious one. Tis 
true indeed, that the good works of men 
don't put them into this covenant, nor their 
evil works, their tranſgreſſions and fins, 
turn them out of it, who are in it; yet 
this does not ſuppoſe that God overlooks 
and connives at the ſins of his people ; ſince 


it is expreſsly ſaid, and it is a part of this 


covenant, J bis children forſake my law, 
and walk not in my judgments ; if they break

the thing that is gone out of my lips l. Be- 
ſides, nothing more fully provides both for 
internal and external holineſs, than the co- 
venant of grace; and that by the moſt ab- 
ſolute and unconditional promiſes : It pro- 
vides for internal holineſs, by ſuch pro- 
miſes as theſe ; I will ſprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye ſhall be clean from all your 
filthineſs, and from all your idols will J 
cleanſe you : A new heart alſo will I give 
you, and a new ſpirit will I put within you ; 
and I will take away the ſtony heart out of 
your fleſh, and I will give you an heart of 
fleſh®, And in another place, I will put 
my law in their inward parts, and write it 
in their hearts, It provides for external 
holineſs, and that in the moſt effectual 
manner; ſince God in it promiſes, ſaying, 
0 1 will put my ſpirit within you, and cauſe 
you to walk in my ſtatutes ; and ye ſhall keep 
my judgments, and do them, Nor is there 
any thing under the influence of divine 
grace that ſo powerfully operates upon,

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and ſtirs up the deſires of the ſaints, their 
care, diligence, and induſtry, to diſcharge 
their duty, than the abſolute and uncondi- 
tional promiſes of grace; ſuch as theſe: 
As God hath ſaid, 1 will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their God, and 
they ſhall be. my People. And 1 will be a 
father unto you, and ye ſhall be my ſons and 
daughters, ſaith the Lord God Almighty. 
 ?. Wherefore, ſays the Apoſtle, having theſe 
promiſes, dearly beloved, let us cleanſe our 
ſelves from all filthineſs of the fleſh and 


ſpirit, per fecting holineſs in the fear of God. 


Add to all this, that God in the covenant of 
grace provides in an abſolute and uncondi- 
tional way for the ſaints final perſeverance 
in faith and holineſs ; ſaying, Iwill put my 
fear in their hearts, that they ſhall not de- 
part from me, \ n 

4. The doctrine of particular redemp- 
tion by Chriſt, is free from any imputation 
of libertiniſm, It is indeed a redemption 
from the bondage, curſe, and condemna- 
tion of the law, but does not exempt from 
obedience to it, as it is in the hands of 
Chriſt ; for ſaints are ſtill under the law to 
Chriſt *, nor do any more delight in the 
law of God after the inward man, or more 


chearfully ſerve it with their mind, than 
thoſe

to him and his ſervice ; or can be thought 
to have any "tendency to engage him in a 
ſtate of bondage to him, to be led as a 
captive by him at his will. Beſides, the 
great end of Chriſt's giving himſelf for 
any of the ſons of men, is, that he might 
redeem them from all iniquity, and purify 
unto himſelf” a peculiar people, zealous of 
gvod works .

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Nothing like theſe doctrines will induce 
them thereunto.

Chriſt's righteouſneſs juſtifies from all fin, 
but does not juſtify perſons in a continu- 
ance in fin. Beſides, faith which receives 
this bleſſing from the Lord, and righteouſneſs 
from the God of ſalvation*, which is the rea- 
ſon why men are ſaid to be juſtified by 
it, works by love*; is an operative grace, 
is attended with the fruits of righteouſneſs, 
is evidenced by good works, made perfect 
them, and is without them dead. Yet 
ſome will ſay, the doctrine of juſtification 
by faith is no licentious doctrine, but the 
doctrines of eternal juſtification, and eternal 
union are. This comes from another 
quarter, from a ſett of men who ſhould 
know better. What 4/abolical charm ? what 
Jatanic influence can there potfibly. be in a 
date ? If juſtification by the imputed 
righteouſneſs of Chriſt alone, without the 
works of the creature, has no bad influence 
upon the life and converſation ; the moving 
of the date of it higher than where it has 
been commonly put, can never be attended 
with any bad conſequence that way; nor

7. The dodtrine of free and full remiſ- 
ſion of ſins, according to the grace and 


mercy of God, and by the blood of Chriſt, 


and for his ſake, and not on account of our 
repentance and good works, as procuting 
it, has no influence to make the converſa- 
tion of a truly ſenſible ſinner bad, but the 
reverſe; ſin never appears ſo odious, and 
in its true colours, or as exceeding ſinful, 
than it does in the glaſs of pardoning love; 
a ſoul is never more aſhamed of fin, and 
confounded on the account of it, or bluſhes 
at it, then when he is moſt ſenfible and 
moſt ſatisfied that God is paciſied towards 
bim for all that he has done * ; and that all 
is forgiven through the blood of Chriſt :

that is not fin which is done amiſs by them;

or that God does not in any ſenſe take no- 


tice of their tranſgreſſions. Though they 
ate, as confidered in Chriſt; holy and un- 
llameable, and unrepreveable in his fight * ; 
yet, as conſidered in themfelves, they have 
ind do many things which are faulty and 
blame-worthy, Though God ſees no fin 
in them, with reſpect to the article of juſti- 
fication, yet he ſees all their fins, with 
teſpect to the article of his omniſcience;

There is indeed no con- 
demnation to them that are in Chriſt Feſus; 
but then theſe are deſcribed as ſuch _

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walk not after the fleſh, but after the ſpirit ', 
God has nothing againſt his people, as they

10. The wan. of the ſaints {UB per- 
ſeverance, can never be chargeable Ah 
encouraging immorality; 5 unleſs continu- 
ance in faith and holineſs is an immorality ; ; 
or that it can be thought, that the way to 
perſevere in holineſs, is to abound in fin, 
Nor does this doctrine make. the uſe of 
means, or exhortations to diligence, care 
and watchfulneſs, unneceſſary. The Apo- 
ſtle Peter, though he aſſerts that thoſe. who 
are elect according. to the fore-knowledge 
of God, and are begotten again accordin 
to his abundant mercy, are kept. by.. the 
power of God through faith unto ſalvation." ; 
yet exhorts e theſe ſame perſons to, gird up 
the bins of their mind, to be ſober, and hope 
to the end, to be holy in all manner of con- 
verſation, and to paſs the time of their, ſo- 
jaurning bere in fear; and makes uſe of their 
ſure and certain redemption by the pre- 
cious blood of Chriſt, from a vain con- 
verſation, to move and engage them to a 
regard to theſe things. And indeed, tho 
there is no danger of true believers falling, 
ſo as to be loſt, and periſh; yet inaſmuch 

eee the weakneſs of the fleſh, the

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te mptations of Satan, and the ſnares of this 
world, they may fo fall, as to diſhonout 
the name of God, woiind their own ſouls, 
and ſtumble others, there is good reaſon 
Why, he that thinks be flands, ſhould take 
heed left he fall?” Tis, indeed, in the way 
ahd uſe of means, that the Spirit of God 
teads on the ſaints in faith and holineſs to 
the end. 
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Vibes we bite ſeen that the ſeveral pe- 
cufir doctrines of grace are pure and in- 
nocent, having no manner of tendency to 
licentiouſneſs ; but the genuine nature and 
deſign of them are, to promote holineſs of 
life and converſation, We might ealily 
recriminate, by ſhewing that the charge of 
licentibuſneſs may be brought with much 
more truth 4nd juſtice againſt the oppoſite 
doctrines: As for inſtance ; if Chriſt has 
fedeemed all mankind, every individual 
of human nature, then may a prophane 
ſinner fay, I am redeemed by the blood of 
Chriſt, and ſhall undoubtedly be ſaved, let 
mie live as I will; for Chriſt Gould not die, 
or his blood be ſhed in vain. Should it be 
ſaid; that though it is aſſerted that Chriſt 
i died for all men, yet none can receive any 
benefit by his death, but ſuch as believe, 
1 and repent of their fins: Be it ſo; ſince it 
| 1 is affirmed that man has a power to .

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and repent when he pleaſes; the dS 
finner may go on to ſay, Seeing this is mY 
caſe, I am endued with a free will, 1 can 
believe and repent at pleaſure, III take my 
fill of fin, and at a convenient time I'II 
reform, repent and believe, and doubt not 
but all will be well with me. So the do- 
ctrine of the ſaints apoſtacy may be im- 
proved by wicked men, to encourage them 
to continue in ſinful courſes, and to pro- 
craſtinate all concerns as yet about a 
future ſtate: For may the ſinner fay, if 
this is the caſe, that a man may he truly 
converted, be a true believer, and peni- 
tent, and a real child of God, and yet fo 
fall and apoſtatize, as to be in the ſame 
ſtate he was before; 3 may amend, and 
fall away again, and in this way go on to 
the end, ſo that it is very uncertain and 
precarious in what ſtate he'll die; then 
I may, for the preſent at leaſt, indulge 
my ſale 3 in ſinful pleaſures; for certainly 
it will be acting the wiſer and more ra- 
tional part, for me to amend, repent, and 
put myſelf into a good ate, ſince theſe 
are in my power, toward the cloſe of my 
days, when it may be more rationally con- 
cluded I ſhall coptinye therein, and ſo die 
in a happy ſituation. Thus, I fay, we 
might eaſily recriminate ; but I chuſe not 
to load principles with conſequences which 


are denied; nor ſhould our opponents 
E 2 charge 
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charge ours as they do, when we declare 
our abhorrence of every thing of this na- 
ture.

ings theſe imputations, value and eſteem 
the doctrine of grace, and not entertain 
the leſs opinion of it on this account.
